A case in point Is the Iowa City Cone ensue 
on International Affaire which, in 1962, wee engaged in the til stamina tioa of 
material ceiling for an end to United States fcpoasorshlp of High Altitude 
Tests within tlu Context of the Arms B ace . ** In the covering letter sent 
with this material the initials C.I.A. ' were prominently displayed and 
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were ait-o used in the text to refer to the ot gsmiz&tlon. Although It 
hag not bean proved that this was a calculated attempt to trade an the 
initials "C. fee average reader could well have received the 
impression that there wei some connection between this organisation 
and the Central Intelligence Agency. 

In fee field of commercial and nonprofit organisations » there are 
many name* which could fee shortened to ’C.I.A.” One recently brought 
to fee attention of fee Central Intelligence Agency ie fee Central Investi- 
gation Agency of Austin, X ex as, which was consistently referred to in 
a trade journal article sr the "CIA.”
